FIRE DESTROYS 
JOHNSON HOME 


Fire destroyed the $8,000 two- 
story frame home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Johnson just north of 
Wanamaker Park yesterday after- 
noon as firemen from four fire 
trucks chopped through ice to get 
to a water supply to quench the 
flames in 10-above-zero tempera- 
tures. 

No injuries were reported, but 
traffic was rerouted to Rte. 16 
because the intense flames’ burned 
through electric wires leading 
across Rte. 10 into the Johnson 
home. While firemen fought the 
blaze, live wires lay across the 
highway, impeding their actions. 

The fire is said to have started 
from a defective furnace and was 
reported to the Northfield fire de- 
partment by one of the children, 
who also called Mrs. Johnson who 
was at her work at The North- 
field and Chateau. 

The Northfield fire department 
was called at about 1:40 and 14 
men and two trucks were rushed 
to the blaze immediately. One 

: fire truck from Hinsdale and one 
from Winchester came to the as- 
sistance of Northfield firefighters. 

Mr. and Mrs. Johnson and their 
nine children purchased § and 
moved into the house only two 
months ago, and Mr,» Johnson re- 
turned to the veterans’ hospital 
in Northampton Dec. 26 and was 
in that hospital at the time of the 
fire. 

All the Johnsons’ furniture, 
clothing and Christmas gifts 
were burned.

Hutchins, former president of 
Berea College. For forty years Mr. 
and Mrs. John Anton de Veer 
owned the Octagon House.

Robert Colton Dies 
Suddenly At Work 


Robert Colton of East North- 
field died suddenly while at his 
work at the road project on Rte. 
2A in Turners Falls Wednesday 
morning. He was an_ engineer 
with the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 

Mr. Colton was born in Butte, 
Montana, Aug. 8, 1904, and served 
with the U. S. Army in World 
War I. While with the marines 
following that war, he was sta- 
tioned in the Far East and spent 
three years with the American 
Embassy in China. 

He was a navy veteran of 
World War II.
